VANCOUVER EB. Dec. 1.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) A clause, the most 
radical yet regarding women and pol 
tics, has been adopted in the platform 
of Liberals of the Okanogan district, 
one of the most influent’al electoral 
Precincts of British Columbla. The 
clause recommends that women of this 
province be given an equal franchis> 
with men, and that they be granted 
the right of being elected as members 
of the Legisiature. To encourage 
women to come out in such public ca- 
pacity the clause fur her stg¢ests tha’ 
each woman so elected be granted 160 
acrés of crown land. It is added that 
if women were in the provincial House 
it would raise the standard of public 
— and legislating to a higher 
point. 

There is no doubt that the presen 
condition of British Columbia-p@itics 
Prompted the adoption of such a clause 
by the Okanogan Liberals. 

The Liberals are in the ascendant in 
this province, and as the platform of 
the elected leaders declares for fran- 
chise for women, it is not beyond pos- 
sibility that this radical clause may in 
the near future become law.

LEAVES FOR THE CARIBBEAN,

CONCHA CALLED HOME. 
CANAL TREATY IS POSSIBLE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Sefior Con- 
cha has been relieved as Minister for 
Colombia by orders from Bogota, and 
it is believed that Dr. Thomas Herran, 
the present secretary of legation here, 
will be accredietd as Minister to suc- 
ceed Sefior cha in the course of a 
few days. eahnwhile, Dr. Herran has 
been clothed by his government with 
full authority to prosecute the negotia. 
tions looking to a canal treaty, with 
considerably enlarged powers. 

Minister Concha, having stood fast 
against strong reprerenta ions from his 
government, favoring a treaty, the lat- 
ter decided to place the further nego- 
tiations in the hands of Dr. Herran. 
It is, of course, assumed from this 
change that the chances for the treaty 
have been bettered. 

It ts belleved that the question of 
sovereignty. which has thus far held 
up the negotiation of a treaty, is in a 
fair Way to be settled between Colom- 
blass new representative and Secretary 
Hay. The appointment of Dr. Herran 
as Minister will be awaited with inter- 
est in Washington. There is no doubt 
that the State Department will give 
its cordial assent to the succession of 
Dr. Herran ag Minister. 

Dr. Herran called at the State De- 
parement today and ted Acting 
Secretary Hill with the facts in the 
case. The department's statement in 
the mat is that Minister Concha 
leaves for New York for the sake of 
his health and for private reasons; that 
Dr. Herran is chargé d'affaires ad in- 
terim, and that he has been empowered 
by the Minister to conduct further ne- 
gotiations of the canal treaty.

PROSPECTS IMPROVED. 

The announcement that the gov- 
ernment of Colombia has recalled its 
Minister at Washington, Sefior Con- 
cha, places the Panama Canal project 
in @ distinctly more favorable aspect 
than it has been in of late. There 
is no longer any doubt that Minister 
Concha, for some occult reason beet 
known to himself, has for months 
past been the principal obstacle to the 
progress of negotiations between the 
United States and the Colombian 
government. ‘hese negotiations. are 
necessary to clear the way for the 
construction of the isthmian canal. 
The obstructive tactics employed by 
Minister Concha have served to delay 
the work, but there is no present rea- 
son to think that the enterprise 
has been defeated. 

Minister Concha's dilatoriness has 
been conspicuous from the beginning. 
it has caused no little annoyance (to 
use no stronger term) at the State 
Department. But now that he has 
been recalled, it is to be hoped and 
expected that negotiations will pro- 
ceed without unnecessary delay to a 
satisfactory conclusion. Dr. Thomas 
Herran, the Colombian Secretary of 
Legation, has been clothed by his 
government with full authority to 
prosecute the negotiations relating to 
the canal treaty. Dr. Herran has been 
given discretionary powers consider- 
ably greater than those possessed by 
Minister Con@ha, and it is expectea 
that he will in due time be accredited 
as Minister to ‘Washington. 

From the foregoing it seems clear 
that the Colombian government is 
anxious for the early completion of 
the treaty, in order that work on the 
canal may begin as soon as possible.

It will 
Probably be some years hence ere we 
shall hear “the lay of the last min- 
strel,” though the palmy days of negro 
minstrelsy have been long past. Time 
has been when this sort of entertain- 
ment was good for large and definite 
box-office receipts. But the develop- 
ment of modern vaudeville has admin- 
istered something like a solar-plexus 
blow to the minetrel-show business. 
There are only a few of em left, and 
they are evidently headed toward the 
realm of Has Been. 

Haverly’s mastodon minstrels, the 
grandest organization in the world, 
direct from their terrific success at 
the Metropolitan Theater, New York 
City, headed by George Wilson, the 
recognized king of minstrelsy” (to 
quote from the o’er-modest announce- 
ment of the play bill,) are at the Los 
Angeles Theater for an engagement of 
three nights, closing tomorrow night. 
The performance which they give 
would have been considered very good, 
of its kind, when negro minstreisy 
was in full vogue. It is, for the most 
part, of the regulation kind—semi-cir- 
cle first part, with end men, interlocu- 
tor, gags of various vintages, inter- 
spersed with vocal efforts by an assort- 
ment of voices. The second part, as 
of old, is a sort of variety entertain- 
ment. 

There are some very good singin 
voices in the company, though they are 
noticeably lacking in discipline. But, 
then, it is hardly fair to expect oper- 
atic singing from members of a min- 
strel company. John 8. Roland's voice 
is a superb bass, and his solo, The 
Sea is Calling Me,” is rendered with 
good intonation, though the phrasing 
is defective. Charles Richards, with a 
baritone voice rather high on the 
scale, renders “Only a Soldier Boy” in 
a pleasing manner. Frank Combs 
sings a tenor solo with good vocal ex- 
pression and considerable feeling.

KING EDWARD'S HEALTH. 
Anxiety Concerning It—A Visit from 
Famous Specialiste—General Health 
Thought to Be Bad. 

(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, Nov. 19.—Those who are 

brought into touch with the King are 

again uneasy about his health, although 
the subject has not been mentioned 
yet in the papers here. Several weeks 


ago it was announced that Prof. Pa- 
genstecher, the most famous of conti- 


| nental occulists, had been making 4 


trip over to see the King. Great care 
was taken to give the impress.on thai 
this was merely a friendly call—which 
was, of course, nonsense. Since then 
nothing has been said about them, but, 
as a matter of fact, Prof. Pagenstecher 
and Sir Felix Semon, a famous spe- 
clalist on diseases of the throat, were 
both cajled to attend the King at Bai- 
moral and 
Buckingham lace. Furthermore, both 


accompanied him when he went to 


Sandringham recentiy. They left Bai- 
moral a weck before the King came 
back to town. 

I am informed that the King’s trouble 
with his eyes dates back to his fal: 
from a motor car—the fail that helped 
te bring on his dangerous iliness at the 
time of the coronation. He has been 
troubled ever since with a strange 
twitching of the eyelids. It doesnt 
seem to be anything serious; but, o.. 
the other hand, the visits of Sir Felix 
Semon cause uneasiness. The exact 
nature of the trouble with the King's 
throat is carefully concealed, but it is 
serious enough to deprive His Majesty 
of all except three a day of the cigurs 
to which he is so attached. He used 
to smoke big, black and particularly 
strong Havanas, almost incessantly, 
except when he was eating or sleeping. 
getting away on occasions with as 
many as thirty a day.

Silk Culture. 

SAN DIEGO, Noy. 29, 1902.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] My attention 
has just been called to an item on silk 
culture, page 24 of the Magazine sec- 
tion of your November 16 issue. I 
thank you for your complimentary ref- 
erence to my continued efforts in behalf 
of the silk industry, but desire to sug- 
gest three modifications of the item in 
question. — 

First— Finished silk from the Orient 
never was, and is not now, laid down 
in California for less than the cost of 
reeling it here. 

Second—Cheap foreign labor does not 
stand in the way of our success. 

Third—Silk culture can be profitably 
carried on in California as a commer- 
cial industry. 

The facts are that American manu- 
facturers pay, in China, from $4 to $5 
per pound for reeled silk (see market 
quotations,) and with modern machin- 
ery, silk can be reeled at a good profit 
in California at $1 per pound. In the 
next place the silk industry requires 
intelligent as well as skilled workers, 
and even in China, according to United 
States consular and otber officta! re-

Today mul- 
berry trees can be procured that are 
hardy in every State of the Union. 

Another cause for the early failures 
Was ignorance of the proper methods 
of caring for the silk worms and hand. 
ling the cocoons. Today the silk in- 
dustry is an open book to any one who 
cares to take it up. 

One reason why silk culture has not 
made more progress in the United 
States during recent years is because 
the eastern silk manufacturers are sat. 
isfied with present conditions, as, un- 
der the present tariff’ law, manufac- 
tured silks fre protected by a duty of 


from 50 to 60 per cent. ad valorem. | 
while raw and reeled silk is admitted 
free. This gives the silk trust the 


greatest monopoly in existence, and the 
trust managers know that as soon as 


there will be . demand for a tariff on 
raw and reeled silk, silk cocoons and 
silk-worm eggs, equal to the tariff on 
manufactured silk. They know, tow, 
that such a tarif’ would make silk 
growing the best-paying business in 
the United States, and as a very nat- 
ural result, slik milis would spring up 
every city of importance 
and that then the fabulous profits now 
being gathered in by the si'k magenates 
would be divided among several mi.

PROPER FOOD AND SLEEP. 

It is a great thing to any human life 
when the truth is finally revealed 
that food in excess is the motive power 
in disease culture, that pain or discom- 
fort in the stomach is the penalty and 
not necessarly a symptom whose grav- 
ity cannot be known. It is a great 
thing in a human life to know and win 
be for the world to know that for the 
highest possibilities in labori with 
the hands and with the mind, for the 
possibilities for the display of reason 
and judgment and cheer during all the 
hours of the first half of the day, an 
empty stomach is the condition, and a 
night of sleep the source of power—and 
this without the loss of one minute in 
any of the ways of modern health cul- 
ture.

Supposed Poor Man in Great Britain 
Leaves Two Hundred Thousand Dol- | 


lars to Americans. 
(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMTS.) 
| LONDON, Nov. 19.—Mre. Jane Me- 
Dowell and her nephew, Charles Starr 
of New York City, are about to re- 
ceive a visit from lawyer who started 
this week to establish their claim to 
the estate of J. W. Cunningham, a dry 
goods dealer lu a modest way of busi- 
ness for many years in Tuam, a small 
market town in the County of Galway. 
He died intestate a short time ago, 
leaving $200,000 in real and personal 
estate, to the great astonishment of 
the neighbors, who supposed he was 
poor. He never married, and it was 
thought at the time of his death that 
his only living relative was a cousin 
named Caffrey, who resides in Cavan. 

Caffrey was about to receive the 
money when a man on a visit from the 
United States appeared on the scene 
and declared that he knew that the 
deceased had a half-sister alive in 
New York. The Caffreys, who are 
poor folk, were heartbroken. Investi- 
gation indicated that Mrs. McDowell 
is the relative in question, and tha 
there are a few others living tn Mis- 
souri. The testator started this bust- 
ness forty years ago on $25, with him- 
self as manager, assistant, office boy 
and housekeeper. He was extremely 
reticent. 


QUEEN IS CONSERVATIVE. 


Only Through Influence Did She Con- 
sent to Be a Godmother to the Man- 


chester Baby. 
(STAFY CORRFSPONDENCE OF TITRE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Nov. 5.—On the surface it 
would appear that Queen Alexandra 
readily consented to be one of the god- 
mothers of the young son of the Luke 
and Duchess of Manchester. Such is 
not the case. The Duchess is not yet 
in the royal ect, and it is only through 
the influence of her mother-in-law, the 
Dowager Duchess of Manchegter, who 
is and has been a personal friend of 
the King and Queen for years, that 
Her Majesty agreed to be invited. 

The present Queen practices much of 
the conservatism of Queen Victoria, 
and at the present time there is no 
member of the royal house who is 80 
jealous of maintaining the dignity 
that belongs to royalty. Both she and 
the King know so little of the young 
American Duchess that society is 
somewhat rurprised over the an- 
nouncement which is paragraphed for 


all it is worth by the Manchester fol- 
lowers. The youngster will have an 
array of royal sponsors that must eä 
cite the jealousy of many a distin- | 
guished baby. The Duke of Con- 
naught will be the godfather and the 
Duchess will share with the Queen the | 
position of godmother.

THE FEELINGS OF PLANTS. 


They Have Electric Thrills 
Sentient Impulses Almost 
man. 


[London Chronicle:] Long ago Sir 
J. Gordon Ganderson showed that elec- 
trical manifestations were capable of | 
being demonstrated in the case of the | 
movements of the fiy-catching plant of 
North Carolina, known as the Dionaea, 
or “Venus ly trap.” He deduced from 
his experiments a close analogy be- 
tween the electrical reactions of the 
Plant and those ef muscle in animals. 
This observation naturally lends 
toward the recognition of a common 
basis for the movements of animal and 
plant life. More recently experiments 
seem to indicate that such electrical 
re nses are possibly universal 
throughout the plant world. Bose has 
*hown, for example, that in the case 
of the leaf stalk of the horse chestnut, 
or the root of the carrot or radish, a 
current was noted in the stalk froma 


and

part which had been injured to the un- 
injured portion. This corresponds with 
what is known to occrr in experiments 


on anima! tiseues. When the stimula. | 
tion ceased and the tissue regained its 
normal state, “a current of rest“ was 
observed to be established, such as 
may be presumed to exist in the nat- 
ural condition of the plant. 

All such experimentation bears very 
directly on the question of plant sensi- 
tiveness. Most of us regari tne plant 
as a purely veretable thing, living, but 
incapable of responding, as does the 
anima!, to stimuli which affect a ner- 
vous system. This view is founded on 
a misconception of life's conetitution at 
large. Plants live because they contain 
protoplasm, or living matter, and this 
matter, as reger eensitiveness at 
least, may be regarded as practically 
identical in the two great groups of 
living nature. Time was when the 
living matter of plants was regarded 
as being confined within ceils, each of 
which was shut off from its neighbors.

whatever. 

It is announced by American Medi- 
cine in a recent article on the subject 
that the profession, and especially the 
State boards of health, shall seriously 
concern themtelves with some method 
of abolishing this abuse. 
The “cough syrup? nothing 
syrups” contain — or cocaine 
and “cures” for the babitual use of 
cocaine and morphine generally con- 
tain these drugs themselves. 

“Their sale should,” says Medicine, 
“be interdicted law, except u 
prescription; the ingredients shou 
least be stated upon each package. 
Bumgardner (Colorado State Medical 
Society, 1902,) states that a two-ounce 
bottle of ‘Mrs. Winslow's soothing 
sytup’ contains one-half grain of mor- 

ine sulphate and each ounce of ‘Dr. 

Ius cough syrup’ contains more 

one-fourth of a grain. He also says 
that certain ‘consumption cures’ are 
now put up in small bottles, because 
not being a permanent mixture, the 
lat des from the larger bottles some- 
times killed the patient, but that the 
last dose from the smaller bottle would 
contain too little morphine and canabis 
indica to prove fatal. And this atro- 
cious method of making money out of 
inducing disease and death is permit- 
ted and protected by a civilized gov- 
ernment! Worse than this, the govern- 
ment sanctions, and, by its copyright 
laws alone, permits the making of the 
diseased and defectives and. paupers 
which it then must support in hospitals 
and asytums.’ '—{New York Commer- 
cial.

The expected has happened. A Santa 
Monica electric car crashed into one 


Pacific Electric Railway Company at 
— intersection of Bellevue avenue and 
street yesterday evening. 

The accent was expected because 
the Santa Monica cars usually run at 
a high rate of speed at that crossirg. 
and the conditions are such as to make 
an occasional collision inevitable, un- 
less the greatest precautions are exer- 
cised. It does not appear that there 
was an overplus of caution yesterday 
evening, otherwise the cars would not 
have collided. 

It was car No. 37 of the Los Angeles 
Pacific Railway (Santa Monica line,) 
that collided with car No. 99 of the 
Beit Line of the Paige Electric. The 
accident occurred at about 6:13 p.m.

long-felt want. 

The Senta Monica line has right of 
way at this intersection. Car No. 7. 
in charge of Motorman John Myers and 
Conductor A. B. McCormick, east 
bound, was bowling along at an easy 
gait yesterday evening as Figueroa 
street was approached. Car No. 9 of 
the Belt line. in charge of Motorman 
R. L. Stillwell and Conductor E. B. 
McCormick, was ascending slowly the 
Figueroa-street grade, north bound, 
The Belt Line car was heavily loaded 
with passengers returning to their 
homes in the Second. Ward from their 
places of business downtown. The 
Santa Monica car had a fair load of 
passengers returning from the beach. 

VIBW CUT OFF. 


There is a two-story building at the 
southwest corner of Bellevue avenue 
and Figueroa street that cuts off the 
view of cars going east and north, from 
each other. Motorman Stillwell of the 
Belt Line says he did not see or hear 
the Santa Monica car approaching, 30 
he proceeded to cross the Los Angeles 
Pacific tracks without toming to a 
halt, as would seem to have been his 
duty in the interest of safety. 

Motorman Myers of the Santa Monica 
line says he slowed up for the crossing, 
and when he got within a few feet of 
it, he was astounded to see a Beit 
Line car attempting to cross in front of 
him. He applied his air and reversed 
the current, but the distance was too 
short and the momentum too great to 
stop the car before it crashed into the 
Belt Line car. Myers says his head- 
light was on, but Stillwell says he 
failed to see it or hear any signa! of 
the approaching Santa Monica car un- 
til it was within a few feet of him. He 
tried to reverse, but before the lever 
could be turnea back, the Santa Monica 
car was upon him. 

No. 9 of the Beit Line is one of the 
old Pasadena cars, with a long plat- 
form, capable of 4eating about a dozen 
people in front. The Santa Monica car 
struck it jest back of the front truck,

where the front plattoem joins ma in- 
closed part of the car. The forward 
patr of thy Belt Line Car was knocked 
off its truck and every pane of glass 
in the forward half of the car was 
Splinter. The headlight of the Santa 


| Monica car was smashed and all the 
glass in the forward part of the car 
was broken, but otherwise the car was 
not materially damaged. 

The crash was heard for several 
blocks and a panic efsued among the 
passengers on both of the damaged 
cars. Hundreds of people soon con- 
gregated at the scene of the wreck and 
the wildest rumors were set afloat as 
to the number and character of the 
casualties. Fortunately, neither of the 
cars was running at a very high rate 
of speed or there would unquestionably 
have been some loss of life. Had the 
Belt Line car been struck a few feet 
farther back, the result would have 
been quite serious. The force of the 
biow falling on the partition between 
the open and the closed portions of 
the car is ail that prevented the Beit 
Line car fem belng broken in two 
about the middle, which would mee 
itably have resulted tn the serious i-- 
jury. if not the death, of some of the 
passengers 

A CRYSTAL HAI. 

A shower of broken glass fell around 
Motorman Myers of the Santa Monica 
car, but he escaped with a few dra nas. 
Glass also fell around the passeng rs 
on the Santa Monica car, but with the 
excfption of one woman all escaped in- 
jury. The woman in question was 
badiy shaken up and received a slight 
bruise. Her name could not be ascere 
tained. 

The passengers on the Belt Line car 
did not ail fare so well. EPenjamin F. 
Pearson, the chief engineer of the 
Edison Electric Company, Was on the 
forward platform of the wrecked car. 
and was thrown into the street when 
the car was tiited over. He is a very 
heavy man, and it was at fi st thought 
that the fall had injured him inter- 
anally, but this did not prove to be the 
sase.

LOMPOC IRRIGATION FIGHT. 

SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 1—After 
many weeks of preliminary discussion 
and preparation, a large majority of 
the people of Lompoc presented to the 
Boari of Supervisors this afternoon a 
petition, asking that a especial election 
be called to determine whether or not 
the vast agricultural area in that I- 
cinity be organized into an irrigation 
district under the Wright act, and to 
authorize the issuance of bonds to ralse 
money for establishing an irrigation 
plant. It is proposed to tap the waters 
of the Santa Ynez River a short dis- 
tance above the town, and the supply 
water for several hundred thousand 
acres of grain, mustard, bean and or- 
chard lands. A few residents of the 
valley have been opposing the project, 
and they Were represented by an at- 
torney, who made technical objections 
to the granting of the petition. Mat- 
ters at the outse thad been compli- 
cated by a proposition from a private 
corporatiqn, which proposed to estab- 
lish a Va er system in the valiey, and 
for a while the vopulation was fairly 
divided as to whether public or private 
ownership of the system would be for 
the best interests of the people. Other 
technical questions involving the valid- 
ity of the Wright irrigation act arose 
from time to time, and it was after 
being beset by many difficulties that 
those In favor of public ownership were 
prepared to present ther formal peti- 
tion today. All the people of the Lom- 
poc Valley are united upon the neces- 
sity of an irrigation system, as many 
valuable crops have been lost within 
the past few ears, because of lack of 
water. Consideration will be continued 
b ythe bourd tomorrow. There is much 
evidence to be submitted, and many 
arguments to be made before final ac- 
tion can be taken.

He Avers That There is No Com- 
parison Between Apostle Smoot and a 
Cardinal or Archbishop in Other 
Churches and Explains the Difference.

SALT LAKE. Dec. 1In an inter- 
view today with the correspoa ent of 
the Associated Press, President Jvseph 
F. Smith of the Mormon Church de- 
fined the present position of the church 
with respect to polygamy, also the ge- 
clesiastical position of Apostie Reed 
Smoot, whose candidacy for the United 
States Senate has resulted in an active 
campaign against him by the Minis- 
terial Alliance. 

“The church does not desire to enter 
into any controversy over the sub- 
ject.” said President Smith. “But it 
is anxious that its own people, as well 
as the people of the country in general, 
should understand its position.” 

“Does the Mormon Church solemnizse 
or permit plural marriages?” President 
Smith was asked. 

“Certainly not,” he replied. “The 
church does not perform or sanction 
or authorize marriage in any form that 
is contrary to the laws of the land. 
But when the prohibition of polygamy 
was proclaimed by the president of the 
Mormon Church, there were many per- 
sons who had contracted.plural mar- 
riages, and that relation has been con- 
tinued in many instances because the 
men in that position determined not 
to abandon their families, but to care 
for and provide for them and educate 
and cherish their children. This is er-

“An apostie, or 
seventy, or elder, or bishop in the 
church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints is usually engaged in some sec- 
ular vocation or laboring in some ca- 
pacity for his daily bread. Reed 
Smoot is a banker, the manager of the 
largest manufacturing institution in 
this State, and is interested greatly in 
mining operations and other temporal 
pursuits. It is not true that he has 
been put forward by the church as a 
candidate for public office, but he has 
the same right that any other Ameri- 
can citizen enjoys to accept any office 
to which his fellow-citizens may elect 
him to occupy.”

Copper Queen Smelter Will not Be 
Ready for Gix Monthe—Capacity 100 
Tens a Day—Blow-up Planned by 
Mountain Copper Company. 


The new 600-ton smelter of the Calu- 


ceasful working order ever since. 

The equipment of the plant is com- 
plete, and during the first three days 
120 bars of copper, making 35,000 pounds 
of metal, nearly 100 per cent. fine, were 
turned out. The ore treated is from 
the mines of the company at Risbee, 
about twenty-five miles distant. A 
spur has been bullt from the El Paso 
and Southwestern Raliroad to the ore 
bine of the company, and thence it is 
a Gown-hill grate to Douglas, minimiz- 
ing transportation costs. 

Reports from the mines indicate that 
the ore body struck a few months ago 
ia of immense size and high grade, a 
fact that has been proved by the first 
furnace run. One of the finest hoisting 
plants in the Territory has been in- 
stalled at the main shaft head. A 
curious coincidence is that the old hoist 
that had sunk the shaft, and that had 
proved efficient for so many years, 
broke in two almost on the last load 
thet was to be put upon it, as the 
workmen were connecting up the ma- 
chinery of ihe new hoist. The stock 
of the company is feeling the stimulus 
of the successful inauguretion of the 
smelter, and has jumped within three 


they will be ready for blowing in be- 
fore six months. 
BISBEE DEVELOPMENT. 

The mineral formation at Bisbee has 
been studied by the local miners until 
they are ready to swear by their judg- 
ment, based on surface indications and 
on the distance from the old stope of 
the Copper Queen Company, just 
above Bisbee. At that point the orig- 
inal body of carbonate ore is about 100 
feet above the level of the present 
smelter. The workings of the Copper 
Queen Company at the smelter, 
through the Czar shaft, found the 
bedy at an inconsiderable depth. yt 
the Holbrook shaft, a quarter of a 
mile below, the depth doubled. At the 
Spray shaft, perhaps three-fifths of a 
mile frdm the old surface workings, 
the copper was found at a depth of 
about 720 feet. Still beyond, in the 
Calumet and Arizona and in the — 
ell, stoping commenced at from 800 to 
1200 feet. It is to be assumed that this 
ore body is constant, running toward 
the southeast, marked by and parallel 
with a lime cropping that is one of the 
most prominent features of the land- 
veape. The Copper Glance claims, sev- 
eral miles away, lie in this same vein, 
and all well-informed miners are ab- 
solutely sure that the ore body will yet 
be struck in the s now being 
sunk, though possibly not until a 
depth approximating 2000 feet has 
been attained. Along this hidden ore 
trend the entire country has deen 
taken up. and ehafts are being sunk 
through comparatively barren ground 
with the utmost confidence. 

The development below Bisbee has 
been so active and confident that a 
new townsite has been laid out, known 
as South Bisbee. Two hundred acres 
are being platted in town lots and wa- 
ter of the best quality and in abun- 
dance is to be piped from the old shaft 
of the Bisbee Wegt Company, one mile 
from Don Luis station. 

BIG BLOWOUT PLANNED. 

The Mountain Copper Company of 
Kervtick, Shasta county, is planning 
what promises to be the greatest 
shake-up Northern California has ex- 
perienced since the dawn of creation, 
when the rugged mountains of that re- 
gion took form out of void. The com- 
pany has been compelled to close a 
valuable part of its mine because of 
fire in the workings, says the Fresno 
Democrat. The sulphurous vapors 
therefrom have prevented 
work. It is proposed to blow off the 
top of the mountain for the purpose 
of making an open drift of the mine. 
A charge of 250 tons of powder will be 
exploded early in the new year. Call- 
fornia entefprises seem bent upon giv- 
ing an amateur representation of the 
terrors of La Boufriere and its Guate- 
malian prototype.

{Chicago Inter-Ocean:] The an- 
nouncement that nearly all of the 
children who went out on a gtrike at 
the James McCosh public ool re- 
turned to their tasks on Tuesday last 
“with tender ‘spots on their bodies 
where parental slippers had been used 
to persuade the youthful agitators that 
they had something to arbitrate.” is 
cheering as wel! as sucgestive news. 

The child strikers at the James Me- 
Cosh schoo] had a real grievance Be- 


cause the health department pro- 
nounces our water suspi- 
cious” the board of education inter- 


dicts its use in the schools, and in the 
James McCosh. school, at least, had 
provided nothing in the way of a sub- 
stitute. As a consequence the children 
whose parents failed to provide them 
with bottles of boiled water suffered 
from thirst and because they suffered 
from thirst they thought it would be 


a 2 idea to strike. 


parents in the James McCosh 


district, however, who are not slaves 
to the germ scare and who have no 
sympathy with the board of health’s 
fussiness over the drinking water, are 
not the kind of parents who tolerate 
insubordination in their children, and
